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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of claims 7-10,12,16 and 18 in the 
last Office Action is still deemed proper for newly proposed claims 7-10,12,16 and 18. The rejection of claim 7 by Thayer US 1,281,708 
would stand as a 1 02 rejection with the amendment of claim 7 including a deletion of "means of said open jawed mouth resisting the heat 
of a fire" in line 4 of claim 7. Thayer clearly discloses a tool comprising unary, V-shaped, open jawed mouth (arms 12 and 13); means of 
said open jawed mouth exhibiting a spring-like effect when urged wider open (col. 2, lines 55-46; figure 3); ridges (15) spaced at intervals 
around the inner perimeter of said open jawed mouth; an elongated connecting rod (10,11); means of joining said connecting rod at its 
lower end to one side of said open jawed mouth such that the closed end of said open-jawed mouth is directed toward said fireplace 
toors user (fig 1 ); a handgrip (upper section of 1 0); means of joining said handgrip to said connecting rod at its upper end, and the tool is 
capable of being used to by a user to grip said fireplace tool by said hand grip, push said open jawed mouth onto said log, thus applying 
a progressively tightened gripping force created by the combination of said spring-like effect and said friction effect, lift, move, reposition, 
and release said log, without manipulating any moving parts. 
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
